AN ACT Relating to the tax on cleaning up radioactive waste and
ot her byproducts of weapons production and nuclear research and
devel opnment; anendi ng RCW 82. 04. 263; creating new sections; providing
an effective date; and decl aring an energency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that the cleaning up
of radioactive waste at the Hanford site is crucial to the environnent
inthis state. The legislature further finds that the purpose of this
tax classification is to provide the sanme tax treatnent allowed to
conpani es when production activities occurred at the Hanford site. The
legislature clarifies that it intended to include certain activities in
support of the cleanup that should benefit from the reduced business
and occupation tax rate.

It is the legislature's intent in enacting this act to ensure that
the radioactive waste cleanup business and occupation tax
classification applies to all activities funded by the United States
departnment of energy's environnental managenent budget and that any
doubts or anbiguities in RCW 82.04. 263 should be resol ved consistent
with this intent.
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Sec. 2. RCWB82.04.263 and 1996 ¢ 112 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

Upon every person engaging within this state in the business of
cleaning up for the United States, or its instrunentalities,
radi oactive waste and other byproducts of weapons production and
nucl ear research and devel opnent; as to such persons the anount of the
tax with respect to such business shall be equal to the value of the
gross incone of the business multiplied by the rate of 0.471 percent.

For the purposes of this chapter, "cleaning up radioactive waste
and ot her byproducts of weapons production and nucl ear research and
devel opment” neans the activities of handling, storing, treating,
i mmobi |'i zi ng, stabi lizing, or disposing of radioactive waste,
radi oacti ve tank waste and capsul es, nonradi oactive hazardous solid and
liquid wastes, or spent nuclear fuel; spent nuclear fuel conditioning;
renoval of contamnation in soils and ground water; decontam nation and
decomm ssioning of facilities; information technology and conputer
support; services rendered in respect to infrastructure; security,

safety, and health services; and activities ((+ntegral—and-necessarytoe
the—di+eet)) supporting the performance of cleanup.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act applies retroactively.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. This act is necessary for the imrediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
July 1, 2007.
